NEW 
YOTJK, April 27.—For 
the 


dedication of the Grant monument at 
IMversifC Turk, the day opened clear 
and cool. 
From an early hour, the 


animation, movement ot the throngs, 
and fluttering of innumerable 
flags 


made the day ore of confusion. 
The 


ceremonies began at sunrise, when 
from a tall flag pole near the monu- 
ment, the Daughters of the Devolu- 
tion flung to the breeze an immense 
American flag. 
Then 
the 
marines 


landed from the warships, uml took n 
position to receive the head of the 
laud column. 


The Fifth Avenue 
hotel 
was the 


(•(-liter of bustle and excitement early. 
The corridors were filled with native 
and foreign dignitaries. Among them 
loomed Speaker Keed, as a vtriUiblc 
giant and ex-President Cleveland ar- 
rived shortly after 0 o'clock, followed 
soon afterwards by President MuKin- 
ley, whose arrival w;u> signalled by 
loud shouts. He rode in. a carriage 
with Gen. Porter'and Mayor Strong. 
They were joined by Vice-President 
Hobart.. their barouche raking a. place 
at the head of the lm<u with escort of 
the cavalry. Members o.f the Grant 
family next left the hotel aiid.joined 
them, 
occupying 
eight 
carriages. 


Then 
came 
ex-President Cleveland, 


Kichard Watson Gilder. Generals Rose- 
erans, Augur, Wright -and Parke. In 
this ordor the procession started for 
the tomb, and was greeted by cheers 
from the multitude through the deco- 
rated streets. It is estimated that a 
million people lined the six miles t'rotri 
lite departure 
to 
the tomb. 
Fifty 


thousand people were at the monu- 
ment and chee.re.d lustily as the party 
alighted and were conveyed 1o places 
iissipiiisd them on a, stand, where the 
dedicatory exercises were to be held. 


Mrs. McKinley. after taking a place 


on the grand stand at Grain's tomb, 
found the force and chilliness of the 
wind more severe then she anticipated 
and with an 
escort 
rct:-ed to her 


tippartments at the Claremont hotel, 
where she remained during the cere- 
monies. 


BEFOR13 THE DEDICATION. 


On the brood bosom of the Hudson 


river the naval pageant, attracted at- 
tention. In the early morning ships 
of war, American and foreign, began 
w blaze with bunting ot all nations 
and they were supplemented by the 
gay dress of the merchant marine 
gathered further down the river. The 
land parade 
started 
from 
Twenty- 


fourth street and Madison avenue nt 
10:30, led by General Granvillc 51. 
Dodge, followed by a staff of celebrat- 


""' cd soldiers. The veteran. Gen. Mei- 


i-itt, commanding the division of the

Point 
boys 
culled for 


cheers. The engineers 
of artillery, 


ciwalry <and infantry, tramped by, and 
each brigade was led by a veteran of 
note. Then came Uncle Sam's sailors 
and the militia of various stal-es and 
the naval militia. The enthusiasm 
reached a climax when tier.. 0. 0. 
Howard led the veterans of the late 
war past, Next came the independent 
companies, cadets, 
benevolent, 
re- 


ligious and tempera-nee orders. 


This morning, before the exercises 


began, the Sons of Confederate Vet- 
erans inurchcd to the tomb and placed 
a wreath with crossed swords on the 
sarcophagus. 
Gen. John B.. Gordon 


performed the ceremony.. On the cere- 
ujoaial atand with 
the • presidential 


party, already mentioned,1 were mem- 
bers of the cabinet and'their wives, 
members of the diplomatic corps and 
other oKciuIs and prominent people. 


President McKinley and ex-Presi- 


dent lIoKinlcy and ex-President Cleve-

hands'and later, with"yice-President 
Hobiirt, were 
photographed 
in a 


group. • The exercises opened with the 
singing of the hymn, "America," fol- 
loived by an eloquent prayer by 
Bisnop John P.

OVATION" TO M'KTNLEY. 


At conclusion of prayer 
a. hymn 


was sung- and a mighty cheer swelled' 
upward os President McKinley came 
forward and was formally introduced 
by Mayor 
Strong. 
The president 


stood with bared head in spite of the 
nipping wind, ;ind delivered an ad- 
dress. 


The vast crowd listened 
-with the 


closest attention 
to the president's 


words n-nd ot intervals breaking into 
cheers. At the conclusion there was 
rt-r.ewed cheering as Col. Fred Gra:it 
stepped forward and shook the presi- 
dent's hand. Then The "Star Spang-led 
Bnn-ner" was played after which Gen. 
Horace Porter was introduced by the 
mayor as the orator of the day, and 
wa.s accorded a warm reception. May- 
or Strong, at the conclusion of Gen. 
Porter's address, accepted the monu- 
ment in a brief address. 


A Hallelujah chorus from Handel's 


"Messiah" and "Doxology" concluded 
the ceremonies at tho 
stand. The 


president 
and other distinguished 


guests retired to the tent- in the rear 
of the tomb and partook of luncheon. 


HOW THE MONEY WAS RAISED. 


Nlimty Thontaud Pooplo Contribute to 


thn Fund. 


It was liy popular subscription that 


the fu-nd necessary for the erection of 
the tomb of General Grant was raised, 
and it is estimated that 00,000 people 
contributed sums ranging from one 
cent to $5,000. In all, $309,000 was se- 
cured. 
The 
unexpended balances 


were kept in 
trusb companies and 


drew 3 per cent interest, so the sum 
increased until it now amounts to 
about $600,000. With the exception of 
about. $50,000, 
the 
entire fund was 


raised in New York City. 


Five days after the death of General 


Grant, on the 2Sth of July, 1SS5, Neiv 
York City having been sngwstcd by 
General Graut before his death, as the 
placo for his burial, William It. Grace, 
then mayor, called a ineetiug of citi- 
zens at the City Hall, to take steps 
towards the collection of a fund for 
1hu erection of a national monument. 
On the day following the Grant Mon- 
ument Committee was permanently 
organised, with ex-President Chester 
A."Arthur as chairman. The first ap- 
peal to the public was signed by Mr. 
Arthur as chairman, and1 by William 
It. Grace'and Hamilton Fish, as vice- 
chairman, and within a week 
sub- 


scriptions of money were pouring in 
so fast that there was serious belief 
that little difficulty would be found In 
collecting- 
sa.OOO.OOO. 
In 
February, 


13SG, when the Grant Monument Asso- 
ciation was organized under an ac-t of 
the legislature, $114,000 had 
already 


been raised. 


Scarcely a week after 
this date, 


however, ex-President Arthur was 
forced to resign as president of the 
Association because 
of 
the illness 


whien shortly after proved fatal. Sid- 
ney Dillon -was then elected president, 
and was succeeded by Cornelius Van- 
derbilt in the early part of 1337. In 
February, 18S6, William E. Gr.-.ce, ex- 
mayor, became president. 


When subscriptions began to move 


slowly many plan:; were followed out 
for t-he 
collection 
of 
money. 
The 


members of the Grand Army of the 
•Republic in this city worked with un- 
tiring energy from the start and sub- 
scription boxes were placed in all of 
the post quarters; collectors repre- 
senting various enterprising periodi- 
cals solicited funds in every quarter, 
and the newspapers of the city kept 
the urgency of raising money quickly 
ever before the 
people, publishing 


from d-ay to day the names of sub- 
scribers and amounts subscribed. 


•With the year following the crea- 


tion of the Graut Monument Associa- 
tion, 
prominent architects were re- 


quested to submit designs for a mon- 
umental tomb, but 
because of the 


general desire to obtain 
a design 


which should at once be n work of 
art, picturesque to 'he popular eye. 
and durable enough to last through 
the ag-es, great caution was taken and 
ideas and plans were criticised from 
every standpoint. 
It-was not until 


September, 1890, that the plans of J. 
H. Duncan, of New York, were ac- 
cepted by the Association, atid on the 
anniversary of General Gra.nt's birth- 
uav in 3S91 ground was broken, with 
appropriate ceremonies, for the con- 
struction of a tomb 'to cost between 
§500,000 and 5600,000. 


33y January, 3302, with tho work of 


construction uudf.r way, the fund had 
languished. Despite 'ai; 
efforts the 


fund had for several months remained 
stationary at 
155,000. From other 


states, where there had been strong 
opposition to the burial of General 
Grant in New York, protests 
came 


that the city 
had not 
fulfilled its 


promises to erect a suitable tomb. A 
growing sentiment that the remains 
sbonld have been deposited in the Na- 
tional Cemetery resulted finally in the 
introduction of a bill in congress, by 
which the removal was to h-ave been 
made from New York to Washington. 


Prominent citizens became alive to 


the,situation and an organized move- 
ment resulted in the election of Gen- 
eral Horace Porter, who had 'been 
Grant's chief of staff, as.president of 


the. Graal Monument Association. 
Frederick D. Tappen, president of the. 
Gallatin National bank, was made 
treasurer. 
This waa in February, 


1882, and at the same time the legisla- 
ture amended the charter, of the asso- 
ciation so that one hundred citizens 
took the place of the former commit- 
tee of thirty-three. 
All officers of the 


newly organized 
association 
served 


without compensation, D. 0. Mills 
provided offices free and the expenses 
of collecting the fund became nomi- 
nal, although the work, because of 
the immense amount- of detail and 
the. srnallness of individual donations 
was onerous. 


They began 
the memorable cam- 


paign of sixty .days, in which time it 
was proposed to raise.the remaining 
$350,000. 
The acl/ual work beg-an In 


the early days of April, 1S92, and in !i 
week such had been the effort that the 
city fairly rar.g with the name and 
deeds of the 
dead general; 
school 


children were writing prize essays, 
meetings 
wore being held and an-' 


nouncemenls made in churches, as 
well as in clubs and schools. In order 
that all classes of people should be in- 
terested, the association brought its 
cause before the two hundred trades 
and professions represented 'in 
the 


city, and waa successful in inducing 
thorn 1o hold meetings and to appoint 
committees for the receiving o? sub- 
scriptions. Two hundred one! ten 
committees for the receiving1 of sub- 
scriptions, numbering1 2,467 people, 
were formed; subscription boxes were i 
placed on elevated rnilroad trtatious, 
in stores and banks; and subscription 
books opened in business offices. 
As 


•a result of this stirring up of public 
feeling, when half tho alloted sixty 
days had expired, on April !!7, the day 
the corner stone of the monument was 
!;iid, the Grant Monument Association 
announced that S20S.S90.SO had been 
raised during the month. When the 
campaign closed on Jlay 30, 1S92, tho 
amount bad reached 
the necessary 


$350^)00. 
Before 
that year was out 


$404,000 had been subscribed, which 
added to tho earlier subscriptions of 
$155,000 made a total of $559,000. The 
balances left iu the trust companies 
have brought the-fund up to $500,000. 


THE NEW RESTING PLACE. 


Monument Is a Solid Pl!« of TffclU G-r»nl(e 


' 


One hundred feet'abcrve the 'mean 


high water of the Hudson river, tho 
Grant monument stands, a solid pile 
of white granite 150 feet iu height. 
The first 72 feet of this 
height is a 


cube ot 
the Grecian 
coric 
order 


which measures 90 feet on all sides. 


Tlio entrance, on the southern side, 


is enclosed by a portico made up of 
a row of recessed 
columns. Above 


and behind the portico rises' ar. al- 
most blank wall, which -u-ill one day 
be relieved by 
the four 
equestrian 


statutes shown 
usually in .plans of 


the monument, and finishes in a para- 
pet which shows noon its face 
the 


sculptured -figures of Peace and War, 


Above the parapet, 
there 
stands 


abruptly -a. cupola, 70 feet in diameter, 
surrounded, as a relief 
with Ionic 


columns. . 


Around the crown of the cupola a 


lir.e of faces, surmounted with eagles, 
connects the columned 
drum 
with 


the pyrc-midical top. 


The flawless granite of which the 


tomb 
consists, is of dotted whitish 


grny taken from -a quarry of uniform 
grain, and is so light in tone, that in 
the strong sunlight it is hardly dis- 
tinguishable from marble. 


Passing up the great steps which 


extend three quarters 
of the way 


across ihe front of the structure, one 
comes first to the doors of the tomb, 
filling a space JO feet 4% inches 
in 


height and 0 feet in width. Oi bone- 
dried ash, covered 
thickly with a 


composition of copper and tin, these 
doors weigh three and one-half tons. 
In each do-or are three panels, orna- 
mented with J4S bronze rosettes, the- 
twenty-four on the 
larger central, 


psuinel being cadi twieo the, size of a. 
man's fist, and all 
riveted to the 


doors with heavy bolts. 


Beyond the doors, 
after .a clear 


space of 38 feet, is n 23 foot, opening 
directly over the crypt beneath. The 
'interior of the monument is cross- 
shaped and the four corner arches arc 
fifty feet, above tho floor. On these 
arches rests an open gallery with an 
inner diameter of forty feet, which 
is approached by two circular stair- 
ways, each ivith OC steps. Above the 
gallery extends the pannelled 
dome, 


].-j feet above the floor, and below 
through the opening can be seen 
tho 


lower floor, aaH still lower the crypt 
with the sarcophagus, 
.- 


The pendcntives 
formed between 


the circular dome and the arches an: | 
decorated in hi£'h 
relief sculpture, 


emblematic of the military and civic 
life of General Grant. 


The sarcophagus rests in. the center 


of the crypt, one hundred and 
forty 


feet below the dome. Of all the per- 
plexing questions which arose in con- 
nection with the new tomb the great- 
est was that of obtaining 
suitable, 


mal eria;., for -the sarcophagus.. .The 
proper quality was found,a.fter a. long 
search, in the (Carries of Mbntello, 


Wisconsin, a porphyry of fine- texture, 
brilliantly 
retldiah 
in' .color. 
Cut 


from the solid rock,it is highly polish- 
ed, reflecting the nearby surfaces 
as 


it rests in the-crypt The-great block 
is 10 feet 4 inches ._long,. -5. feet 0 
inches wide and 4 feet 3 inches high, 
and weighs -five tons. Jn, this im- 
mense block -a space • was 
hollowed 


out into which the coffined 'remains 
of General Grant-were lowered. Then 
the cap stone was-aet; and the sarco- 
phagus again became ias a. solid block. 
It is plain, sa.ve for the simple en- 
graved inscription afc the head of the 
capstone, "Ulysses S. Grant." 


Some day the body of Mrs. Grant 


will repose beside that of'her husband 
in a duplicate ,of. the-sarcophagus now 
in the crypt of the tonab, 
-. 


WHERE THE-TOMB STANDS. 


Stately Spot npon wMcte th« .Xattnmout 


wan Erected. ' 


Riverside pa^k is, indeed, a fitting 


place, for the tomb of a hero.. Nestled 
on the banks of the Hudson, it seems 
to lift itself up from the smoke and 
grime of the scenes below to a purer 
atmosphere. 
Massive walls o£ gray 


granite from the river look, like rows 
of parapets guard the park on tho 
waiter front. The 'steep 
incline is 


thickly wooded Jind only 
here and 


there can the gray rugged 
sides of 


the nill be seen from the river.' • 


From r.o other point in tho-citj' can 


such a view be obtained • as 
from 


Riverside Park. For twenty . miles 
the placid Hudson can 'be seen, wend- 
ing its winding-way to where the tall 
mist-covered palisades blend-with the 
western horizon. 
On the'Jersey side 


is old Port Lee, tbe ferry-houso and 
dainty villas that dot the- banks and 
look like Swiss • chalets 
nestling in 


the warmth of the Alpine 
summer, 


with no grim, snowy peaks to east a 
shadow on their rural lovliness. On 
the bosom of the 
Hudson, palatial 


pleasure yachts, ferry-boats, 
steam- 


ers and puffing tugs make their way 
by summer, while in winter solitary 
craft ploughs through ice and silent 
grandeur 
reigns. 
Looking- to the 


east are the signs of a great city, tho 
tall smoke-stacks of factories, 
the 


hum from the busy streets,'. and the 
distant shriek of trains and ships. -To 
the south is the smoke of Jersey.City, 
with'its myriads'of. ninsts and out- 
lines of docks'that"!"gia|<:Lually 
grow 


indistinct .until nothing is eeen- but 
the blue waters of the bay that seem 
to. mingle -with the eastern sky. 


It was good that to such a spot as 


Riverside park such an honor should 
have corne, for there the general lies 
in the bosom of nature's glory, with- 
in sight o fa great city but beyond its 
tumult, and amid the trees 
that 


whisper strange tales of old Manhat- 
tan to the grateful crowd 
tLai seek 


their shade. And for iniles around 
his tomb can be seen, towerhig above 
the stately Hudson, a fitting tribute 
of the nation's 
honor to its noble 


dead. 


IN THREE COFFINS. 


Uoicrlption ot tba Cn»k*tN iu •Trhlch the 


Rarnklii' IWpolcd. 


During the.eleven years and eight 


months that the .body 
o'f General 


Grant was in the temporary tomb, it 
was enclosed in three coffins. 
There 


was one of copper nnd cedar, one of 
polished cedar, and or.e of steel. The 
two first arc now sealed in the sarco- 
phagus, which is in the. crypt of the 
new tomb, the steel casket having 
been removed. Its 
place Iras been 


•taken by five tons of solid gran- 
ite. 


The first coffin 
is air tight and is 


considered .indestructible. 
It is six 


feet'long and the outer case of cedar 
is covered with black cloth. The met- 
alic interior is copper.- highlj' 
pol- 


ished, end is one-eighth of an inch 
thick. The frames and portals are of 
solid''silver; the top is open the full 
length and 
covered with a heavy 


French plate, bevelled glass. 
Over 


this glass the., lid lits to make the 
copper cofiin .complete, and on the lid 
is a gold p'lute, fixed with gold screws, 
•which bear's the inscription: 
"U. S. 


Grant, Died, July 23, 1835." The han- 
dles are moefilve, of a special design, 
nod are of silver. Within, tho coffin 
is lined with tufted silk, light cream 
'in color, with a. pillow on whlcli is 
embroidered In white the initials, "U. 
S. G."- 


The second coffin is solid cedar and 


serves aa n. strong protector for the 
first.. Jasido it is lined heavily with 
lead, outside it is highly polished and 
hcnvily mounted with silver. 


The steel case, whicli formed the 


third covering-, 
whlcli 
was large 


enough to permit the 
coffin to fit 


snugly was the most remarkable of 
the Ihree. It was %-inch metal of the 
finest quality, flanged at every angle 
and so heavily riveted and carefully 
roada thn.t neither air nor water could 
find a pin point of entrance way. 
It 


was made at Troy, N. Y. The greatest 
cure wns takem in its construction." It 
was a perfectly 
plain ntcel 
box, 


broken only by-the double line of riv- 
ets, which -were driven : home and 
welded with 'the understanding' that 
they were .never.-to be drawn. 


were almost a part of the steel casing 
itself. 
• 
' 


When -the big steel case had been 


finished and brought to this city, it 
was placed in the temporary tomb, 
bolted to the piers, all ready for the 
reception, of the cofSn on August 8. 
The end which1 faced the door was 
left open, and it was through this 
end that the coffin was slid into place. 


After the first coffin had been jnade 


in Rochester, it was brought to this 
city. For two days it.remuJned in aft 
undertaking establishment on Eighth 
avenue, and • during th-at.time it wan 
looked upon by •nearly 70,000 persons. 
All sorts and conditions 
of people 


went and were so anxious to get a 
sight that they made wild rushes and 
damaged considerable property in tho 
neighborhood. 
Policemen had to be 


called to 
keep the 
crowd 
within 


bounds. 


The closing of the encl of the steel 


case- in the temporary 
tomb on the 


night the coffin was put' there, Aug- 
ust S, 1805, was an interesting detail. 
Some few people then were able to 
understa-nd the care with which 
the 


case had been constructed. Early in 
the evening of that day, Patrick Cre- 
gan, who had chaj-ge 
ot the work, 


with seven men who had come espe- 
cially from Troy, entered the 
tomb, 


Everything was in reodhiess for the 
placing of the fifty-six steel bolts 
which were to fasten the front steel 
well. For two and a half hours tho 
men worked by the light of candles. 
A portable furnace roared, and 
the 


clash of hammers on metal gave the 
little tomb 
every , appeara-nce and 


sound of a boiler works. When 
the 


task had been 
completed, 
Cregan 


said the armor steel 
case was not, 


only hermetically sealed, 
but was 


chisel proof. "That wil- last 10,000 
years," he remarked 
as the tomb 


door was locked. 


More than a thousand 
people had 


gathered about tho tomb, anxious to 
see the work in progress. A cordon 
of police, however, kept them bade. 
When it was all " over the people 
scrambled for each tiny bit of metal 
and other material left by the work- 
men. .One man got, and 
treasured, 


the end of a candle that a workman 
had.held, in his hands.

says: There is the greatesi; excite- 
ment over, the report, that a big fleet 
of Greek warships, 
transports 
and 


torpedo boats was sighted sixty miles 
from that port, Tha Turks ore pre- 
paring to resist an attack. 


A Constantinople special says: Tho 


Sultan has recalled Osman • Pasha 
iu 


order to avoid embarrassing Edharn 
Pasho. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 27,—It 


is now believed that 
Edharn Pasha 


will oeeupy the port of Volo, an im- 
portant town near Trikbala, almost 
due west of Larissa fnr ty miles, with 
a view of strengthening1 his position. 
Tho Turkish government will 
then 


call upon Greece to evacuate Crete on 
condition that the Ottoman troops 
withdraw from Thcssaly. 


After 
occupation of Triichala the 


Greeks at Epirus 
will be between 


the armies of Ahmed Pasha nnd Ed- 
hara Pasha, with danger of being cnt 
off from the 
rest of the Hclenic 


forces. 


The 
European -cabinets are ex- 


changing views' in regard to expedi- 
ency in mediating -between. Turkey 
and Greece.

SALOOTCA, April 27.—The Turkish 


forces are assuming the. offensive at 
Metaoro and Luros, in the province of 
Bpirus.

• The stranger waa left at the depot, 
and he hung about there all the after- 
noon, and Joseph Schneider, the bag- 
gageman, tried to get something1 out 
of him, but it was like talking to an 
oyster. Later Officer Harms took po- 
liceman Anderson to the depot. 
It 


dawned upon the minds of the officers 
T,hat it might be Mr. TVeismann, and 
they questioned the man closely. Ho 
admitted that ho had been traveling 
in the south, and after considerable 
questioning he admitted .ibat his 
name was Henry WeiBmonn. 


The. officers told • him 
that his 


brother was waiting at the Hotel Ra- 
.c]ne and "that they would take him 
down town. The police patrol wagon 
was called and the unfortunate man 
was removed to the St. Mary's hospi- 
'tal, and his brother, John.Weismann, 
who is a. resident of Kenosha county, 
was notified. 


Inquiry revealed that Mr. We:sn»3nn 


purchased a ticket at Chicago for Ka- 
cine and was placed on the train by 
a policeman.

Last night he drank a little milk, 


and appeared to be more cheerful and 
bright, but his answers to questions 
were uncertain. That his mind is 
badly affected there is no doubt. 


On the person of Mr. Weismann was 


found about $340 'and in his satchel 
was found a lot of railroad tickets oa 
different railroads. 
When 
he 
left 


home ho had S-iOO, which would indi- 
cate that, he had spent $00 while gone. 
How he could travel about the coun- 
try and especially through 
Chicago 


and esoapo being-robbed is a. mystery. 


There 
was a report in circulation 


that something was wrong with Mr. 
Weismann's business affairs, but this 
is wrong. Just before he disappeared 
ho imagined that ho owed a, man 
510,000 and went to his brother a.ud 
wanted tho money. The brother as- 
certained Umt he never owed the ma.u 
a eent in his life. Then he went to 
Lou Williams of Union Grove, a-nd 
•wanted to borrow 510,000, imaging 
that he owed it to some person. 


It was simply the hallucination of a 


man with a. diseased brain.. A mes- 
sage from the Grove states that his 
accounts are all straight as a string, 
and that h« wos honest a.ud upright 
to a high degree. 
• As there WAS a reward of $30 offered 
to any person .finding the missing1 at- 
torney, dead or alive, it will in all 
probability be paid 'to Ofiicers Harms 
and Anderson.. 


It appears that $4S2 was found 'on 


the- person of Mr..Weismann when he 
was more thoroughly searched- and 
the bulk of it was in gold.

Mr. Rockefeller's hands trembled as

TJi'ere were 
two big spaces'ivlrieb. he closed with 
iiineral wool, so the damp wouldn't 
come in, he said. Then on the next 
floor he showed me two spaces he was 
also going to close with wool 'so that," 
as he expressed it, 'the sleeper there, 
a. houseman, would not have- to hear 
the rain drops foil upon the rooi.' " 


This seemod to r..fford 
Mr. Rocke- 


feller in-finite amusement, 


"Why," he said, "the carpenter's 


su""-est.ion made me think of my own 
experiences when s'.eeping under the 
roof. I know that I heard the rain 
fall, and when I looked 'up 1 could 
see the shingles, and in one place a 
big crnck through which the sky was 
visible.

, CrTBhUizilie Fur« Carbon. 


While it has been possible for some 


years to make diamonds by using car- 
bon, those made have been too small 
to be' of any commercial value. Yet it 
is DOW asserted 
by a scientist of 


Washington that he has devised a 
plan by which the precious stone can 
be made and of any size wished. To 
turn base metals into gold were the 
work of a chemist who holds the 
wealth of earth seemingly in his 
grasp, but lo fashion diamonds is to 
hold the.world's most valuable thing 
really within the hollow of his ha.nd. 
And the riches of Midas, the wealth of 
the crowned heads ot the mightiest 
empires of old will pale into insignifi- 
cance before tho one who could com- 
mand", such a fabulous mine of gems.' 


The diamonds as previously made 


were fused by using- impure carbon, 
that of commerce, such 
as 
willow 


charcoal. The gentleman who pro- 
posed to make gems of volue. Dr. B. 
H.' Jobnstone of Washing-ton, discards 
old-fashioned methods, and will use 
only the element provided by nature— 
th-at is, the 
pure carbon 
found in 


mines all over the country. Real dia- 
monds, that is, those dug in their nat- 
ural state, are merely the crystalliza- 
tion of this pure carbon, made by a 
process which is supposed to have oc- 
cupied many millions of years. 


The 
impure caj'bon of commerce 


will not make diamonds of any size 
and value; that foct has been abund- 
antly proved. But Dr. Johnstons, 
adopting nature's method, proposes to 
turn, out stones wbich will vie in pur- 
ity and beauty with those of the fields 
of South Africa and which will com- 
pare in size with the famous 
gems 


which glow in the crowns of emper- 
ors. For this purpose he intends a* 
an early 'date to go to Niagara Palls 
and furnish there a laboratory in 
which he can utilize the immense elec- 
tric currewt given by tne water power. 


-He will require at least 6,000 volts of 


electricity to crystallize the carbon, 
and that is a power not easily gotten 
anywhere except at- Niagara. The 
pure' carbon he finds in the coal and 
other mines about the country, for it 
exists in large quantities and can be 
purchased cheaply. "With this carbon 
and this immense power of electricity 
at his hand. Dr. Johnstone states thnt 
he can so crystalline the first that he 
can turn out xvith:n a few days a 
stone that nature could not .fashion in 
millions of years. 


The diamonds 
which 
will , corne 


from this laboratory will be of gre.at 
eize, for the clojtor expects to make 
•them from the size of a pea to the 
bigness of the great Kohinoor, the 
most famous gem in the world. As 
•the •va.lne increases with, tho increase 
in size, the fortune* which lies in the 
grasp of the maker-of such gems is 
more easily imagined than counted. 
Ten such diamonds os the Kohinoor 
would raake an Immense fortune -for 
any man, and to bo able to turn them 
out at pleaaure is a thing almost be- 
yond belief of the human mind. 


The doctor does not propose to 


make those gems by the wholesale. 
That plan would overstock the market 
ood bring down the price of the gem 
instantly. • He intends to make, fine, 
large stones and dispose of them one 
at a time, so *hnt the market and 
price will continue 
as now.—Phila-

any,.of' them. The instrument is so 
powerful that irt will, reveal-more than 
2,000 lines belonging to a spectrum of 
iron. Its greatest power is in the way 
of photography. The spectrum of the 
aun. has been photographed, to a 
length of over sixty feet, 
crowded 


•with, lines from one end to another. 
It is so arranged that the photo- 
graphic plate is always in. focus with, 
every part of the spectrum. The in- 
strument is valuable in making- com- 
parison with anything burning in the 
sun. It is now stated that it is nearly 
proved that oxygen is not burning in 
the sun, although the opposite theory 
has been so long believed.

Chicago Record, in his proposed Hy- 
ing machine, which he calls the aero- 
dome, had probably solved the great 
problem oi aerial navigation. 


Tlio gentleman, the Rev. Mr. Axtell, 


is the paiii-or of the 
Presbyterian 


church of Portland, and with a view 
of learning something 
of his inven- 


tion your correspondent called, upon 
him today. The reverend 
professor 


was communicative in regard to his 
plans and prospects. In a quiet way 
he. is preparing-for, some tests and ex- 
periments which, he thinks, will fully 


screw propeller and the same 
appli- 


ance ca.nbe'attached to the'aeroplane. 
Still,':I,have- n''propeller which -is; ..be- 
lieved to have greater efficiency- -ind 
which certainly can be 
used with 


great advantage in starting and stop-' 
ping and also in steering and-balanc- 
ing. Prof. Wadsworth though t these 
features wc-uid have very great value 
in the practical working of the sys- 
tem and that they might, perhaps, 
solve the entire problem. 


''An ancient motor, of course, is an 


essential element. The great prob- 
lem is to secure sufficient 
cnergy 


from an engine reduced to the 
m:ni-_ 


mum limit of weight. This problem 
has received special study from many 
experts. . I have designed an engine 
in a turbine form'which has some ad- 
vantages." 


The Axtell aerodome 
consists of 


two aeroplanes, one above the other, 
which act on the principle of a kite. 
These 
aeroplanes are considerably 


longer than they :;re wide and the 
edges, which turn down, are movable, 
so as to .be used ir. balancing ' the 
craft. Tho use of the baloor, shape is 
discarded, because it affords too much 
resistance to the air, especially when 
the car is in rapid motion. The pro-

Eed Cross people had two ambulances 
going1 this morning, lint one was shat- 
tered by a cannon ball and the wound- 
ed Greek soldiers inside were killed. 


The Turks 
also 
suffered greatly. 


Away oft across the river they could 
be seen burying the dead at 
dawn. 


Before sunrise 
the 
Ninth regiment 


was in line. By boat they advanced 
across the river into Turkish 
terri- 


tory, forming on the other side under 
a high shelter of the bank. At the 
word the Greeks swung- out into the 
open nnd charged the line of small 
Turkish forts in' -the forest a half 
n mile in advance. Before the Greeks 
hnd covered half 
the distance the 


lorts opened iire, using five and ten- 
pounders and rifles. 
The iire was 


well directed and effective. 


The Greeks, with 
fixed 
bayonets, 


swung right 'up to the line of fortifica- 
tions in rather bad order, but with a 
wild valor that carried them pell mcll 
over the pavauets in a few minutes. 
They carried

forts 
nnd tho 


Turks, after firing a few shots, fell 
back from the others. 
Afterward I 


went ou; with n strong reconnoit.er- 
ing party of Greek cavalry. We rode 
noross the open country to the village 
of Ncen-horis, wliich we found strong- 
ly defended by Albanians. They re- 
fused to surrender and the Greeks at- 
tacked it at 
once. The town was 


swept cletir, with the exception of one 
house, held by forty-five Albanians. 
They also refused to surrender.

They replied to the iire with great 
valor, nnd all but one died iislning. 
After this we rode over ditches filled 
in places with bodies of Turks.

The mistletoe- is perhaps the 
plant 


par excellence of Christmas tradition, 
more so, probably, than. 
the holly, 


for the la.tter has 
only decorative 


uses, while tho association 
of 
the 


former is with holiday festivity and 
mirth. No plant on earth 
has over 


aroused so many kinds of interest 
on all possible grounds as tho mystic 
mistletoe. Take it how 
you will, 


that strange shrub is a, wonder. From 
even' point of view it teems with cur- 
iosity. Its parasitic mode of growth, 
its paradoxical greenness among- the 
bare boughs of winter, its 
pale and 


ghostly ben-its, its sticky fruit, filled 
with viscid birdlime, have all aroused 
profound and respectful 
attention 


from the- very earliest ages. Then its 
religious 
importance- in so many 


countries and ages, 
its 
connection 


with Christmas oyid midwinter Satur- 
nalia; its social revival to our 
own 


time as the Yuletide symbol, and 
its 


modern relation -to the pleasing ana- 
chronism of indiscriminate 
kissing, 


all invest it alike with an odditiona-1 
factitious importance. Yet-, stmnge 
to say, the fall story of the mistletoe 
has uevar yet been written 
at nny 


adequate length. 


The modern mistletoe, as we know 


it today, in its present aighly evolved 
and degenerate- , stato ns a confirmed 
pamsite, is no longer aji enigma. It 
is a woody shrub, -with 
yellowish 


green leaves, which specially 
affects 


tho branches of apple 
treea, pears, 


and popnlars. The people- who get 
their ideas vaguely 
and a.t second 


hand from books have a general no- 
•tion, indeed; that the mistletoe's fa- 
vorite haunt ia the British, oak; this 
is a. complete mistatce, as it was the 
very rarity'of the mistletoe on oaks, 
that gave one, when found there, ita 
pe'cnliar sanctity in tlio eyes o£-prlm- 
.Ittve peoples. . Ia the purely wild con- 
.flHton. mistletoe -grows' 
mostly-, on 


-poplars iJlone; in, civilized and cultir 
voted soils it extends its depredations 


wherever it gets a. chance, to apple 
orchards and .pear trees. 


.-And this is.-the manner 
of the 


generation of the 
mistletoes: 
The 


'young seedlings sprout on a branch 
of their involuntary host, where the 
seed has been carried by birds 
in a 


way which I shall hereafter more ful- 
ly describe, at its proper point in the 
life history of the- species. Instead of 
rooting, 
themselves, • however, like 


mere 
groundling plants by 
small 


fibrous rootlets, they fasten by a eort 
of sucker-like process -to the 
tissues 


of the tree on which they feed, and 
penetrating its bark to the living lay- 
er just beneath, suck up elaborated 
sap from the veins of their 
victim. 


Thus they live at the expense of the 
poplar,-whose .wood'they appropriate, 
and when many of them 
together 


infest a single tree, as one may often 
see 'in the long- roadside- avenues in 
central France, they succeed in large- 
ly strangling and choking the foliage 
of their unhappy 
host. The pulp 


surrounds a single seed, for 
whose 


sake the'whole mechanism has been 
developed by the parent 
plant. And 


this is the object subserved in the 
shrubs economy by the sticky mater- 


ial. 
Mistletoe1 
berries 
are much 


sought after by sundry fruit-eating 
birds, but 
especially by the mistle 


thrush, which owes both its common 
English name and its scientific appela 
tion, turdus viscivonis 
(glue-eating 


thrush); to its-marked affection 
for 


this mystic food. Now, as the bird 
eats the berries, it- gets the seeds en- 
tangled on its feet and bill by the 
sticky suroundings, and then, flying 
away to another tree, it gets rid of 
them in turn by rubbing 
them off 


sideways on a fork of the branches. 
That happens to be the precise spot 
that best suits the- young mistletoe 
as a place for sprouting in. If it fell 
onto the ground beneath it- would be 
unable to maintain itself without the 
aid of a host.—Frank Leslie's Month- 
ly.

hemispherical 
and 


rounded surface gave a rounded re- 
flex of light! A favorite object for a 
brass plntter in those times was the 
spies returning from Ciinaa-n, bearing 
between them an immense bunch of 
grapes. During the 300 years there 
were as many salvers made with this 
subject as with all 
other subjects 


combined.

or circle In art, is ns old as art itself; 
it was common among 
the 
earliest 


races, and it is said -that 
the white 


dots in a blue ground which- form 
the undying "polka-dot" pattern is a

It is as curious as instructive tc ob- 


serve how in Romanesque dresa, for 
instance, very good effects were pro- 
duced by simple circlets, surrounded 
at times by (Jots. These-are se«n too, 
uot only on -tie dresses 
of the old 


Ang-lo-Saxon and Gauls, 
but on all 


objects where it was desirable to pro- 
duce the most .ornamental effect in 
the easiest manner, and 
from these 


early times until now tnere have been 
periodical crazes for the art 
o£ nail 


decoration.

VARIATION IN TREES. 


Public Opinion: It has, perhaps, 


occurred to few of us thnt the boughs 
of trees occupy a very different posi- 
tion in summer and winter, respect- 
ively, but Miss Agn<-s Fry has made 
careful • measurements of the height 
from the ground of branches of both. 
walnut and mulberry trees in August 
and December, and she finds that in 
some cases there is a difference, of as 
much us thirty-one inches in 
tho 


same branch from tho ground in thoso 
two months. This particular figure 
was obtained with a branch of a mul- 
berr3r tree, and it was found that In 
December . a weight of 
thirty-five 


pounds was not sufficient to lower it 
to its summer position. 


In other cases there were differences 


of from thirteen inches to nineteen 
inches in tho distance in summer and 
winter-respectively of branches from 
the ground. No -wonder, then, thnt 
the diagnosis of a iree in. winter froni 
its 'general outline is so-difficult a, 
task.-

Greece tinder- 
stands she must either be victorious 
or disappear. War will be prolonged 
and bloody, but now it is too late to 
stop it. A great crime has been com- 
mitted against right a-nd humanity in 
the Cretan question, but the chastise- 
ment has now commenced."

Indeed, 
More tho war so eccentric was he that he, 
was called "Crazy Jack'.' at tho Virginia 
Military institute, Nobody seemed .to -un- 
derstand him. Bnt so It has ever-' been 
und ever will bo—when wo ordinary mor- 
tals can't comprehend a genius wo 'get 
even with him by calling him orszy. 


I I remember well how ttnoasy some of--toe 
Confederate generals wero when placed' 
under Jackson's command in early 3802. 
EweU didn't Iltce it and Dick Taylor 
didn't like It...

The yoreitm Standard Variotlcn Uo-'Jfot| 


Succeed In. America. 


. A correspondence concerning .this (in.1 


England)' very-popular Hyatt's Ashleaf 
Kidney potato, which has appeared ias 
.recent issues of American. Gardening, 
bos raised, a problem of considerable 
interest from several points of view, but 
none more so than in regard to the pos- 
sibility of acclimatizing a given variety 
in its new surroundings. Tho journal 
referred to says: There ia an abundance 
of evidence to lead to tho coaoltiBiort 
that acclimatization, is effectod'attimes, 
under certain conditions. Andafi regard* 
tho special casoof the potato, it is a fact 
that a very large proportion of, if cott 
all, tbo varieties sent by our raisers to 
England have been successfully • grown 
thoro from tho very first— that is, the- 
variety grew and retained -its-oljaraoter 
in its new climatic conditions.. Indeed, 
some, of tho best known and, most jali^ 


" able potatoes grown in Englandnat tba. 
present day are of American origin,| 
notably so Early Puritan. It may indeed 
. be well said that there is a Etrropeaa 
field for tho exploitation of tho-Ameri- 
can potato raiser. 


Let ns now look at tho mattei*-£rom. 


tho other side, and we are'bronghfcface 
to face with a deep problem. Thera; ii 
not in cultivation today in- any portion 
of our land, with possibly ono except 
tion, -any English variety of-potato -ihfl<j 
bas taken root here and noarifihedln-keep-:

by wasting time in .the foredoomed at- 
tempts atacolimatizingforeign-Htandard; 
sorts.

Club Koot In Cabbage. 


Olu.b root in cabbage seldom appears 


in any soil other than an old garden soil • 
or where d;o land has been under con- 
tinuous cultivation for two or moro 
yoars. 
Tho remedy snggests itself — 


plant on sod furrows. Clover scd is best, 
though a. run out grass sod will grow 
good cabbage if plenty of manure is 
used. The second year of tillage from. 
the sod wiirproduco good cabbage pro- 
vided tho same was not in cabbage the 
year before. Jfever try to grow this 
vegetable two years in succession on the 
same land, according to the Maine 
Fanner. 


Rural Now Yorker says that- the only 


effective way of treating clnb roon is to 
nso lime on the noil. "It 
has been 


found quite effective co use 75 bushels 
of slaked lime to tho acre. This lime is 
broadcasted upon the soil, fall being 
tho best time to make tho application. 
Still it is not too lace to try it now on 
soil where the disease has prevailed in

Quo is that discovered at tho In- 
diana experiment station — soaking tho 
seed two hoars in u solution of formalin,1 
one-half piut to 15 g:illons of water. 
Tho other is that recommended- by the 
New Jersey station— 800 pounds of sul- 
phur per acre distributed'in tho- drill.
